The Battle of Liao-yang. 


MPORTANT indeed have been the develop- 
ments of the war during the past ten days. 
The flower of Japanese soldiery has been 
pitted against the pick of Russia’s warriors, 

and Japan has won a great vietory, General 
Kuropatkin, ‘‘ the Rugsian Fox,” has failed in 
his strategy. He began by fighting a rear-guard 
action at Liao-yang, but the Japanese beat him

the line. Kuropatkin is in ‘full retreat, aud 
Liao-yang is now occupied by the Japanese.

The united Manchurian armies of Japan are 
engaged in a desperate attack on Liao-yang, 


where General Kuropatkin has concentrated 
every available Russian soldier. As this is 
written, victory is in the balance. The battle

drawn when the weary soldiers bivouacked 
night. The Japanese are attacking from 
south and east. The right wing of 
southern attacking force maintains touch 
with the left arm of the castern assail- 
ants, forming an immense irregular triangle 
on two fronts, and covering an enormous range. 
Following the preliminary successes on Aug. 29, 
Field-Marshal Oyama promptly sent the united 
armies forward, and at dawn on Aug. 30 a 
desperate attack was made on all the Russian 
positions. The Japanese found the Russians 
holding a long chain of splendidly fortified posi- 
tions, with a tremendous force of artillery. The 
Japanese artillery opened a way, but preliminary 
attacks generally failed to give an opportunity 
to open the assault. Victory means domination 
in Manchuna, and will possibly end the autumn 
campaign. 


Advanced at Dawn. 


The Russians on the Liao-yang road appeared 
to be occupying a line of ridges extending from 
the south of Shoushanpao to the east of Ang- 
ehiatun, through Shivlintun. These eminences 
were strongly fortified and occupied by a large 
force. On the night of Aug. 29 the Japanese 
bivouacked in front of these positions. At dawn 
on Aug. 30 all the Japanese armies conjointly 
attacked all the Russian positions on the southern 
front, extending from the north of Meng- 
chaifang ‘to the east of Fangchiatung, west of 
Hsinlintun and Shoushanpao, The Japanese 


centred all their strength upon this attack, 
though the left column continued to assault 
Menchiafang and Yanyuchi, but, owing to 
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LIAO-YANG, NEAR WHICH SEVERE 


Russian reinforcements arriving, it was found 
impossible to dislodge the defenders. A column 
was dispatched from the right wing of the 
Second Army. It occupied a ridge to the south 
of Tsachfangtun and opened a cannonade. At 
six o’clock on the morning of Aug. 30 the first 
attack proved successful. Four hours later the 
Russians, who had been reinforced from the 
direction of Liao-yang, endeavoured to recapture 
the lost ground. Reinforcements continued to 
reach the Russians. throughout the afternoon, 
until their strength was estimated at two 
divisions, with fifty or sixty guns. 

Desperate Attack. 


The Japanese continued their desperate attack, 
and effected a junction with the left column of 
the First Army. At three o'clock they dis- 
lodged the Russians from Tsaofangtun and its 
vicinity. ‘The Russians doggedly fought on 
until nightfall. The main force of the Japanese 
right, with a portion of the left operating 
against the southern line in the neigbourhood 
of Fangchiatung and Hsinlintun, opened the 
attack against the ridges west of Hsinlintun, 
and vigorously shelled the Russian positions. 
The Russians energetically resisted. The pre 
liminary fight, however, did not give any oppor- 
tunity: for" direct, assault. The main strength 
ef the Japanese left, which occupied positions 
extending from Matowle to ‘T'ashaochoaki 
attacked the Russians to the west of Shou- 
shanpao. The Russians made effective use of 
their machine-guns, and the Japanese were un- 
able to press home the attack. The Japanese

Gunner’s Terrible Crime.—A shocking double |

On Bulbs. 


OW that bulb-growers are sending out their cata- 
fe ype oer the windows of seedsmen are occupied 
by ions for present planting and spring 
flow , & word of caution to the novice may not 

be out of place. As in other branches,of garden- 
ing, no commodity is so dear as. cheap rubbish in bulbs, 
and, in looking over some stock in a on tradesman’s 
window only the other evening, I was astonished to find so 
many worthless bulbs. Purchasers should guard inst 
unknown tradesmen advertising cheap collections, for in 
many cases the bulbs are simply the refuse stock ‘of older 
and more reliable dealers. Go to a good firm, pay a fair 
price, and, with ordinary care, one is certain of a paying 
result. Early next month all the flower-beds should be 
cleared, dug, and otherwise made ready for planting with 
spring - flowering and other plants; those intended 
for bulbs should have a dressing of rotten manure, 
which should be dug in about one spit deep. Bulbs 
should be largely used, for they are very effective, 
and are the most gorgeous of all spring flowers. In 
planting them make the holes with a blunt dibble, put 

a handful of sand in cach, saa ოდ the bulb firmly into 

it, then cover with more sand and fill up with soil. 

Hyacinths and tulips should be placed about 5 in. in the 

ground, and from 3 in. to 4 in. is deep enough for crocuses, 

snowdrops, scillas, anemones, and turban ranunculus; the 
latter, of which I give an Illustration, make pretty edging 
for beds of the former, as do also aubrietias, myosotis, and 
other dwarf spring-flowering plants. Myosotis and plants 
of its character may also be nsed with pleasing effect for 
carpeting beds of hyacinths, tulips, and narcissus. Other 
beds’ should be filled with dwarf shrubs, such as rhodo- 
dendrons, aucubas, variegated box, hollies, euonymus,

alyssum saxatile, pinsies, daisies, myosotis, and the 
numerous varieties of hardy annuals. 


The Gladiolus. 


Great.improvements have been made of late years in | 
the cultivation of the magnificent tribe of plants 
specimens of which form the feature of most of the 
leading autumn shows. As the result of a visit paid by 
one of my correspondents to the show of the Royal 
Horticultural Society, I have had an inquiry as to the 
culture of the corm. Now is the time to secure really 
good specimens of bulbs, and the following directions for 
cultivation may be of value to intending growers— 

Sirvation.—This should be open, and at the same time 
not too much exposed to violent winds; and, although 
they like moisture, yet they are very impatient of any 
stagnant water about the roots. 

Soi.—As with many plants, they have a preference for 
a good friable loam; but unless the soil be a heavy clay no 
amateur need be deterred from growing them. 

Preparation oF THe Bevs.—This should be done in the 
autumn. Beds about four feet wide are the best—they 


rotted manure dug in; cow manure, as being the coolest, is 
the best, but old hot-bed manure answers very well. 
P.iasvixe.—This may be done at any time during the 
spring months out of doors, but the month of April is 
preferred. The rows should be one foot apart, and the

corms should be planted at about the same distance in the 
rows, and six inches deep. pime may also be planted 
singly or in clumps in beds borders among other 
plants. For pot culture they may be planted directly 
received in the autumn. 

AFTER-CULTIVATION.—The beds should be top-dressed 
with a good coating of well-decayed manure when the 
plants are about a foot high, and then staked. If dry 
weather sets in, the beds should be watered well. 

Lartixe axp Stontxc THE Conms.—This must be done 
in autumn, and there is no necessity for waiting until the 
foliage is decayed. In warm, dry soils they are often left 
in the ground.

Tomato Disease. 


The greit loss that is being caused to many tomato- 
growers this season by various diseases that are spotting 
the fruit is most serious, This is happening in some cases 
where the foliage is clean and healthy, says a writer in the 
Market Gardener, The principal cause of the trouble is the 
disease known as rium tomato, or a near ally. In 
nearly all examples that we have examined (and we have 
seen some hundreds of mens this season) the point 
at which the disease has found entrance has by the 
pistil. When the disease known as the brown mildew, 
cladosporium fulvum, first made its __– in this 
country we found that, long before any disease was noticed 
on the fruits, the blooms were affi with a disease. As 
every tomato-grower knows, the bloom of a tomato will 
hang on sometimes a considerable time after the work of

fertilisation nas been done. It is in these fading blooms 
that the disease germs find a good medium in which to com- 
mence their work of destruction. If the atmosphere of the 
houses is heavy, as it often is in unheated houses in dull 
weather after watering, then the disease, running qui 

in the blooms, attacks also the embryo fruits, an 
the pistil first, and then the fruit goes brown and is 
destroyed ; and so the fruits are said “not to set.” In 
reality they did “set,” or were fertilised, but the disease 
in the bloom caused them to become abortive. So. con- 
vinced were we of this being the case that we had all 
blooms carefully pulled off the embryo fruits as soon as 
they began to fade, and with very good result:, This IV, of 
course, a work involving much labour and time, so in 
after years we resorted to atmospheric treatment, shaking 
the plants to cause as many blooms to fall off as possible.
